His Water {hall rife 
from its filent Fountains beneath, and overwhelm a guilty 
World. His Fire hall rage through a frighted City with 
inexorable Violence, ot drive down from Heaven ina Tem- 
pelt of fhowering Flame. His Earthquakes fhall hurt 
fplintered Rocks from their Bafis; and Mountains fhall be 
caft into the mid{t of the Sea: The Earth itlelf thal] be 
broken down and diflolved before Him, “and wander like 
a blazing Star about the ther,” a Statdard difplayed to 
other Worlds denouncing almighty Vengeance.
